It was from Perrysburg that the time

When C. P Root and 


Hunger reached that point six hours 
and twenty-seven minutes had been 
lost Quickly handing the packet to 
Mack Hiraes nnd Frank Rigby, two 
Toledo riders hardly yet of age, it 
was again on its journey with fast 
brightening prospects, although dark- 
ness was rapidly falling. 
Leaving 


the little old-fashioned burg on the 
banks of the pretty Maumee river 
rapidly behind It sped toward Wood- 
ville, 20 miles away, reaching there at 
8:27. 
The boys had ridden 20 miles 


along the old stage road in tho dark- 
ness and rain in one hour and thirty- 
two minutes, gaming twenty minutes 
on schedule time. 


Woodvllle to Cleveland. 


Two Toledo boys, R. B. Van Dyke 


and W. E. Parker, were the carriers 
from Woodville to Fremont, 20 miles of 
exceedingly bad roads, which they had 
covered at 9 37 — two hours and two 
minutes 
A 10-mile-an-hour gait was 


maintained by R. E. Staobles and 
Charles Van Tine, who reached Nor- 
walk at 1.08 Friday morning, taking 
three hours and forty-one minutes for 
this section ol the ride. Manager Tom 
Roe had received an urgent telegram to 
place relief carriers between Norwalk 
and Elyria, a distance of 80 miles. 
'This proved a lucky move, as Lon 
Colton's machine broke down at Oberlln 
and Crawford took the dispatch, three 
hours and two minutes being consumed 
in the 80 miles. Colton left Norwalk on

Dr, O. H. Payne Elected Secretary of the 


Board of Education-Koiolutloin Agaliot 
the Opium Trad* anii Liquor TrafBo. 
OMAHA, Neb., May 21 —Bishop Foss 


presided ove i tho session of the Meth- 
odist conference. The committee on 
itinerancy presented a report giving the 
conference authority to locate minis- 
ters with their consent. It also gives 
the bishops authority to appoint preach- 
ers and laymen to do evangelical work. 


Dr. C. H Payne was elected secretary 


of the board of education. The dele- 
gates who clamored for the election of 
more bishops at the present session made 
a frantic effort to open up the question 
again. 
A resolution was introduced 


declaring that the 
action of the 


conference, by which it was decided 
not to elect any bishops at this session, 
was unwise and should be reconsidered. 
The resolution was laid on the table in 
the twinkling of an eye 


Dr. Hammond, of California, intro- 


duced a resolution declaring that the 
iniquitous, opium habit was making 
fearful headway on the Pacific coast 
and that prompt measures should 
be 
taken 
to 
stamp it out. 
He 


spoke vigorously npon the resolution 
declaring 
that 
68,000 
pounds of 


prepared opium reached the United 
States from China every year. This 
prepared opium was of no commercial 
value excepting for *he use of tho 
opium famokers and the prohibition of 
its importation would not be detrimen- 
tal to the legitimate trade. The reso- 
lution was adopted. 


The committee on temperance and 


prohibition of the liquor traffle pre- 
sented resolutions holding it to be the 
duty of the Methodist Episcopal church 
both to save the fallca and wage inces- 
sant warfare againjst the liquor traffic; 
that the word of God, the teachings 
of science 
and 
lessons of experi- 


ence all combine in declaring total ab- 
stinence to be the duty of every indi- 
vidual, that the saloon is an unmixed 
evil, full of diabolism, a 
disgrace 


to our civilization, the 
chief cor- 


rupter 
of 
political 
action 
and 


a 
continual 
menace 
to 
the 


order of society and the peace and puri- 
ty of houses; that the people who sus- 
tain them directly or indirectly should 
not receive the sflffroge of Christian 
men; demands no compromise but the 
unconditional surrender of the traf- 
fic, rejoices m the declaration of 
the supreme court that states may leg- 
islate for the benefit of public health 
and morals, commends the senate for 
its action and condemns the house for 
refusing the appointment of a national 
commission to investigate the traffic. 
The report concludes: 


"Wo rcoommond all members of the Metho- 


dist Episcopal chuich who enjoy theeleollvq 
franthlso to HO uao that solemn trust as to pro 
moto tho rescue ol our country from the gulll 
and dishonor which hnvo been brought upon 
It by a criminal complicity with tho UQ.UOI 
traffic 
Wo do not presume to dictate 


the political conduct of our pooplo, but wo do 
record our deliberate judfjinenl that no political 
ipmrty has ft right to expect, 'nor ought .to re- 
ceive, the support of Christian men, so long as 
It stands committed to the license policy or re- 
'fuaes to put Itself on record In an attitude ol 
open hostility to the saloons " 
B A resolution calling for a constitu- 
tional convention to revise and amend 
the constitution of the church, to bo 
held in Chicago in June 1893, was re- 
ferred to the next general conference.

LONDOX, May 31.—As reports come 


in from the recent hurricane which 
swept the island of Mauritius the dC' 
vastation vt rought increases in magni- 
tude. It is known that in the city of 
Port Louis alone 600 persons were 
killed.

Notes Taken by a "Bepublioan" 


Reporter on » Journey In 


Shelby County. 


A trip to the southern portion of Shelby 


county, Illinois, this week, by a BBFUBLI- 
OAM representative, revealed some inter- 
esting gossip. At the new town ot Her- 
riok, situated on the Olover Leaf railway, 
between Ramsey and Cowden, was en- 
countered Madams Lewis, an ancient 
fortune teller, who traversed this county 
thirty rears ago. She told Judge Eden, 
away back in the sixties, that hia hotel iu 
Sullivan would bam down twice, and 
history corroborates her statement; and, 
with the twinkle ot her eye, the Madame 
intimated that she could name the incen- 
diaries. This veteran fortune teller, who 
is about 66 years of age, is still in the 
ring, apparently blithe and gay. At the 
Clover Leaf hotel she takes in from three 
to four dollars a day, at the low price of 
25 cents a head. 


Stopping for a day or two at this same 


hotel was an extraordinary character, 
who was born in Scotland in the year 
1800. On the 19th day ot next January 
J. B. MoMiohael will be 93 years ot age. 
This man has never taken a dose of med- 
icine or called on a physician for treat- 
men. He is well preserved and one day 
last week walked from Vandalia to Her- 
rick, a distance ot 26 miles. Mr, MoMi- 
ohael came to Madison county, III., in 
in 1820, read law nnder Abraham Lin- 
coln and graduated with Dick Yatee, at 
which time he had a wife and five chil- 
dren. He was sheriff of Madison county 
at Edwardsville for twelve years, and 
postmaster in the same county for six- 
teen years. He has seen every President 
of the United States from John Adams 
down to Benjamin Harrison; served in 
the Blackhawk war under Abraham Lin- 
coln in 1831-2, and Lincoln nnder Ool. 
Jeff Davis. The old maa is proud of the 
laot that he helped in the organization 
of the Republican party; voted for Fill- 
more and went as a delegate to Philadel- 
shia. Mr. MoMiohael has been is now 
an ardent Republican. He was a firm 
riend of Abraham Lincoln and saw the 
lamented President breathe his last. He 
was accidentally at the depot when 
Juiteau shot Qarfield; saw Mrs. Surratt 
langed, and beheld the ashes ot the barn 
n which Booth was shot by Boston Oor- 
»tt. Has seen 51 men hang, two women 
>nmed, and four women hanged—and 
says emphatically that he is opposed to 
capital punishment, and advocates equal 
suffrage; saw Lovejoy murdered at Alton 
n the year 1837, and for being a black 
abolitionist the old man had his legs 
nearly shot off; carries ballet marks on 
lis body and about his bead. 
He boa 


oet a fortune, and it is said that mw be 
las a competency. 
His mission is to

PRIVATE BUKERS ii PEORIi. 


They Are Agalnet the Adoption of 


Any Bankrupt Law. 


Mr. Jamea Millihin hia retained from 


Peoria where he attended the convention 
ot the prirate bankero ol the state. 
Among the subjects discussed was, 
"Should the So-called Torrey Bankruptcy 
Bill now pending in the United States 
Senate Become a Law?" This subject 
was dismissed at length by Dorr A. Kim- 
bill, the credit man for Marshall Field & 
0)., Chicago, who said in closing: 


One great claim made by the Torray 
bill is, that estates ot insolvents will be 
quickly, economically and equitably divi- 
ded. Quickly? Why, at the time ot the 


aaaing of the second bankrupt act in 
941, it was shown that then was still 
property of bankrupts in the hands ot 
assignees, the estates being so adminis- 
tered as to pay expenses, but yielding 
nothing to creditors and leaving nothing- 
tor the debtors, and this after forty years. 
Is,it reasonable to suppose that matters 
in this respect will improve under the 
Torrey act, which offers a direct bribe to 
the referee to get and keep fifty oases 
pending nnder penalty of losing his po- 
sition? 
Any enterprising referee will 


not be able to manipulate matters so as 
to have at least fifty cases on hands all 
she time. Gentlemen, there will be no 
flies on the referee. [Laughter.] 


Any law that offers as u premium for 
'rands, exemption of the future accumu- 
lations of the debtor from the oonse- 
inenoes of fraud and extravagance, will 
Mget and produce plenty of objects for 
Is operation. 
I am reminded of an incident which 


occurred under the last bankrupt law. 
A debtor approached a creditor and tak- 
ng him aside said to him confidentially 
•I have gene into bandrnptoy, bat 1 
lave made yon a preferred creditor." 
'Is that so?" said the creditor. "Well 
low much will I get on a dollar ot the 
amount yon are owing me?" "Not a 
cent I" said the debtor. "Yon see yon are 
a friend of mine, and I have made yon a 
inferred creditor in this way—1 prefer 
o tell yon now that yon won't get any- 
thing, so yon will not lose any sleep or 
>ime in worrying about it. Now the 
balance of my creditors whom I have not 
>referred think they will get something, 
and for the next eix months they will 
worry around and spend lots of money 
n lawyers' fees, but at the end of that 
time they will only find out, what you 
already know, that they won't get a cent. 
The Torrey bill is directly amenable to 
he charge of nnoonstitntionality made 
>y Webbler (the great expounder) in 
1840 against the bill then pending, which 
was defeated largely it may be presumed 
on that account. 


I do not believe the Terrey bill is a 


specific cure for all the financial ills of 
.his country, and I fear if attempted to 
ie applied, it wonld prove as nnsatis- 
aotory a remedy as that which the late 
Mr. Travers, of New York, took to cure 
stammering. 


In closing I ask yon to forget that 


ihree times in our history as a nation we 
lave enacted bankrupt laws which on 
iheir face looked as beneficial as the 
Torry bill, but when but into practical 
operation proved miserable failures, To 
my mind this can have but one meaning 
and that is that the system itself is m- 
lerently bad, and should the Torrey bill 
become a law I would be willing to wag- 
er my citizenship that only a short time 
would elapse before the people would 
again rise np and demand that it be 
ilaced on the "bauk shelf" with the other 
three bills. .^
